A New and Powerful Aiaoclatlon of 


Iron and Steel Manufacturers. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., March 3.—A npw 


association of iron and steel manu- 
facturers representing thirty firms in 
Pittsburgh and the Ohio vnUey,ar:d em- 
ploying nearly 49,000 men has been or- 
ganized. It is stated that this organi- 
zation, which is entirely independent 
of the Bar Iron Manufacturers' associa- 
tion and the Tin Plate association, will 
make a determined effort for an early 
adjustment of the wage scale. The 
association, it is said, will demand 
from the Amalgamated association a 
change in 
the base of

VIENNA. March 3.—The people of 


this city n j horrified almost dally by 
mysterious murders, and consternation 
prevails. A body was discovered, yes- 
terday, in Weinberg, showing signs of 
death by violence. 
The authorities 


made vigorous efforts to trace the facts 
of the murder, but could not even as- 
certain the identity of the 
victim. 


Hardly had the news of thi* tragedy 
spread throughout the city when an- 
other crime, involving a new murder- 
ous assault and robbery, 
was re-

police. A teacher 


named Widitschcr was leturning from 
tho suburbs. When in a solitary place 
he was set upon by robbers and 
stabbed twice. 
Then, as he reeled 


from loss of blood, the assassins, plun- 
dered him of his money and valuables. 
They hail evidently intended to kill 
him, 
but failed to inflict a mortal 


wound. These tragedies are connected, 
in the public mind, with the destitution, 
prevailing among the working classes, 
and it is believed the murderous high- 
way men are tinemployed workers, 
driven to desperation by want.

Residents ot inland cities, particularly 


the business men ot the larger places, 
are becoming alarmed at the significance 
ot a report circulated in reference to pos- 
tal facilities in the future. The report 
asserts that Second Assistant Postmaster 
General J. Lowry Ball has issued notice 
to all transportation lines now in receipt 
of "special facility pay that the same 
will shertly be withdrawn," and adding 
that no ^appropriation for this purpose 
has been recommended to Congress in 
the annual report ot the department. 


This means considerably more than 


would appear upon its faoe at first glance. 
It means, it true, that within five or six 
months not only the country towns, fcut 
the cities as well, will be thrown a step 
backward in the way ot mail facilities, 
and have to be content with the aooom- 
modations of ten years ago, when a city 
located nnon but one line of railroad re- 
ceived from a large city distributing 
center one mail a day and sent out one 
mail a day. It means that the business 
man in the country town adjacent to SI. 
Lonis or Chicago can send but one mail 
to these places, while at the present time 
he can send from two to three per day to 
any of the larger cities, and more than 
this it he is located in a town with more 
than one railroad running through it. 


'Special pay for extraordinary ser- 


vice," as generally understood, means a 
large sum of mouey^paid to|railroad com- 
panies for unusually fast mail trains run 
at inconvenient hours for the transpor- 
tation of mail almost exclusively; it 
means the money appropriated for pay- 
ing the railroad companies to carry mail 
on accommodation trains aud distribu- 
ting it to the oonntry towns along the 
line of road. The cutting down of the 
through mail service would not affect 
the country towns to such an extent 
as to discontinue the 
mail"~service 


on the looal accommodation 
trains,

and distribute mail from one town to the

This year 
the Pope has taken into account the rav- 
ages ot disease, especially la grippe, and 
tasting and abstinence from meat is not 
incumbent upon the faithful. It is pre- 
sumed, however, that this indulgence 
wHl be left largely to the discretion of 
the clergy in each community. There 
were solemn and appropriate services in 
all the churches ot the Roman Catholic 
faith in this city yesterday, and the usual 
special services during the Lenton period.

Parties who came in to-day from

Jackson said he would not 
permit him to go up stairs, aa he waa 
only going to get his revolver, and some 
words passed between them, whereupon 
Hopping ordered Jackson out of the 
house. It is not known exactly what 
was said, bat suddenly Jackson pulled 
out his revolver and shot Coach twice 
Both balls entered his eide and the 
second 
one passed entirely through 


his body. Couoh turned and succeeded 
in wrenching the revolver away from his 
assailant, bat before be had an oppor- 
tunity to use it Jackson'e son, William 
entered the room and grabbed it away 
from him.
